|_ The son of an Atlantan and a 
| French woman, the 25-year-old 
| prisoner has spent the greater part 
of his life in France and was vis- 
iting relatives there when war was 
declared. 

Assigned to the 59th Infantry, 
young Gatins was. captured when 
the German armies crossed over 
the Meuse and was imprisoned at 
Stalac, behind the German bor- 
ders. 

Release Sought, 

When no word was received 
from him for several weeks after 
the collapse of the French armies, 
Georgia relatives decided to estab- 
lish his American citizenship be- 
yond question of doubt in order 
to secure his release in the event 
he was found alivé. 

News that he was a prisoner 
of war reached Atlanta about a 
month ago. 

The grandson of Joseph Francis 
Gatins, pioneer Atlantan and 
builder of the Georgian Terrace 
hotel, young Gatins was born. in 
| Versailles, spent his childhood 
here, but was taken abroad for 
'his education. While a resident 
'of France he took two years’ com- 
pulsory training with the army. 
Since the death of his father, sev- 
|eral years ago, he and his mother 
have visited here frequently. 

Citizenship Settled. 

Because of the diverse nation- 
alities of his parents the compli-

'was settled only recently by the

In the words of 32-year-old By- | 


'ron Fess Kennerly, the senior of |

“There are a lot of pilots out 
in California where I came from | 
who ought to be along here with| 
us. I hope lots of them will join 
us now that we've got started and 
share with us the advantages of 
the invaluable military training 
we have been receiving. If the 
United States ever gets into this 
war, we in the Eagle squadron 
expect to be 10 jumps ahead of 
pilots that wait for the draft.” 

And Group Captain Sweeny 
thinks’ that they will come along 
too. 

“Tell any one who wants to 
join to write to me at the Mount 
Royal hotel, Montreal,” he says, 
“and I’ve an agent there who will 
make it easy for them, providing 
they have done 250 hours flying. 
There is no time to teach pilots 
to fly over here. We give them a 
course in the military side of avi- 
ation—that’s all. Then we expect 
them to be ready for the fighting 
line.” 

There is a West Point atmos- 
phere about the training school 
where I watched the eaglets at 
work today. I sat with them in a 
lecture hall where three of them 
who were short on knowledge of 
British engines were having a 
workout on the million gadgets 
that seem to connect with the 
modern instrument panel facing 
the pilot’s seat. 

Then I was shown cockpit drill, 

When you walk up the gang- 
plank to a passenger ship, you 
just walk in and sit:down. When 
you get in a military aircraft, you 
sit on a parachute, strap yourself 
in and connect yourself up with 
telephones, guns and things. 

And you need a lot of instruc- 
tion on how to get out—maybe in 
a hurry. You have to rehearse 
that until you can bail out with- 
out hesitation. Only if you know 
exactly what to do and when to 
do it can you hang on to the last 
possible moment. 

The British squadron leader 
who is instructing them won the 
Distinguished Service Order for 
having shot down 12.Nazis con- 
firmed and eight he could not 
confirm, as he did not see them 
crash—having bailed out once.

Labor Unions in Nazidom 

In all the record of Nazi domination, bgth 
in Germany and in conquered countries, no 
social groups have suffered more than or- 
ganized labor. Whenever the Nazis have taken 
control organized labor, as such, has ceased to 
exist and any social gains made by the work- 
ing classes’: have quickly been tossed aside, 

Arguments, sometimes advanced by Nazi, 
Fascist or Communist agents in this country, 
to the effect that labor is happy in Germany 
today are not only utterly refuted by the record 
but are insulting to the intelligence of American 
labor. What if labor does enjoy “security” of 
a certain type under dictatorship? What is 
the result? A glance at the record is illumi- 
nating. . 

On April 24, 1933, a German now promi- 
nent in world news, named Goebbels, pro- 
claimed: “The whole people honor themselves 
by giving labor the honor it deserves. Ger- 
mans of all ranks, groups and vocations join 
hands with one another. United we march 
into the New Epoch.” 

So, demonstrating that “march into the New 
Epoch,” on May 1, 1933, labor paraded all over 


Germany. < 
The following day, May 2, 1933, Nazi storm 


troopers seized all labor union offices. They 
arrested all union leaders and officials, beat 
many of them severely, sent them to concen- 
tration camps and deprived them of their 
property. Carefully chosen members of the 
Nazi party—but not chosen by members of the 
unions—were put in the places of the seized 
leaders and officials. :

As both Quill and Curran are known as faithful followers of 
the “party line” Lewis is an almost sufficient indication of what 
the line will be.

Furthermore, 
Earl Browder, Communist candidate for the presidency, is expected 
to close his campaign with an’ unprecedentedly bitter personal 
attack on Roosevelt, and to leave Willkie more or less alone,

LLS THEE Well before I had finishéd with Er- 
a ine ron nest Hemingway’s book, “For Whom 


the Bell Tolls,” I had got tg repeating over and over a part of the 
long sentence from which the book took its title. Now and then, 
being very tired and having slept but little across a span of nights, 
I took to saying this part of the phrase out loud, very low, but still 
out loud. Then I got some sleep and quit saying it out loud, but 
it still runs through my head. ps : 
The title to this new novel was taken from the writings of John 
Donne, whose writings were in Elizabethan English. The partic- 
ular sentence read: 
’“No man is an-Iland, intire of it selfe; every man is a peece of 
the Continent, a part of the maine; if a Clod bee washed away by 
the Sea, Europe is the Jesse, as well as if a Promontorie were, as 
well as:if a Mannor of thy friends or of thine owne were; any mans 
death diminishes me, because I am involved in Mankinde: And 
therefore never send to know for whom the bell tolls; It tolls for 
thee.” 
It was this last part which kept running through my head:

This was perfectly clear all through the book.: The bell was 
tolling all through the Spanish civil war when we let the Com- 
munists and the Fascists use that country as a testing ground. The 
Communists early discovered their machines, with the exception of 
one plane design, were not so good. Their foolish communal mili- 
tary discipline and leadership was bad, too. They withdrew. 

The Italians and the Germans remained. They snarled defiance 
at the French and the English.

“ANY MANS DEATH DIMINISHES” Robert Jordan, a young 


Spanish teacher from 
Montana, is the central male figure in this new book, “For Whom 
the Bell‘ Tolls” (always remembering it tolls for thee), and when 
he has reached the last chapter of his life and the last chapter 
of the book, he says: : 

“TI have fought for what I believed in for a year now. If we 
win here we will win everywhere. The world is a fine place’ and 
worth fighting for and I hate very much to leave it... .”, 

He left it, though, although the pages of the book do not show 
it. And rarely have I read a book and had the death of a person 
in it diminish me as did this one of Robert Jordan’s. It diminished 
me because, while the book is fiction, the part of Jordan was writ- 
ten of a young man who died as he did. 

The Germans and the Italians were snarling over the Spanish 
bone and all the while we never knew for whom the bell tolled. The 
Communists quit, seeing they didn’t have it. And the French and 
English let the bell toll. Tall Chamberlain would rise in the house 
of commons and sauvely and smilingly shrug off the questions. 
I know, because I saw him and heard him. And now I wonder 
why all of us didn’t hear the bell? Or why we don’t hear it now? 


THEY WERE APPEASERS Why: did they not hear it? Well, 
they heard it, but they were ape 


peasers. The people of England and of France wanted to help, 
especially those of France. They were more akin to the people of 
Spain. And they could have helped. 

But, the appeasers said not. They said it was no concern of 
theirs. They let Hitler and Mussolini go their way. 

There are those in this country who would do the same. No 
one believes Hitler will come to us with soldiers and ships, if he 
and Italy win. ‘He may do that. But we all know he will begin 
an economic war which will lead to the other war. They always 
begin that way. 

We are foolish to think we are not in for it. 

And that is one reason I do not quite trust Mr. Willkie. He 
says he would stop this country from its stiff replies. He would 
keep us mouse quiet because we aren’t prepared. 

We aren’t prepared, but we are prepared enough that na country 
wants us in the war.

Carbohydrate: The banana is 
high in nutritive value.

Because of 
this fact it is often called the 
food-fruit. 

Protein: The protein content is 
low (1.3% of the edible portion) 
but is of high quality. 

Fat: Its fat content is negligible

31.—(#)—Joseph William Engel 
Was anything but the familiar 
“Joshing Joe” today as financial 
troubles threatened the end of his 
fan-owned Chattanooga Baseball 
Club. * 

Wisecracks gave Way to straight 
facts with the “king of jokers” 
admitting 1,700 stockho.ders over- 
bid their hand in establishing a 
home-owned Southern Association 
club. 

“All of us believed when we 
bought the club in 1938 that fan- 
ownership would answer the at- 
tendance problem,” Engel ex- 
plained. “We thought 1.700 stock- 
holders would mean 1,700 loyal 
fans assuring an attendance to 
meet operating expenses. Just 
about the opposite has been true. 

“We had but 63,000 paid adult 
admissions last season and that 
was little more than half of the 
number in 1939 when we were 
stiil short of meeting expenses at 
the gate. Too, last season we had 
a deficit on every road trip with 
‘the exception of a: series in At- 
lanta.” ‘ 

For want of about $20,000 to 
start the 1941 season, the club 
probably will go back to Washing- 
ton which holds. a $49,000 mort- 
gage—the only unpaid item in the 
$125,000 fan-ownership venture. 

“I am not going to solicit $20,- 
000 from the fans to save the club 
when I cannot guarantee their 
money will be returned,” Engel 
seid. “If they want to come for- 
ward with the amount that will 
be a different thing.”

Obviously, unless 
sound funds are set up (or pref-

danger the soundness of the city’s 
finances or else force the reduc- 


tion of benefits or even the com- | 


plete abandonment of the whole 
idea of pensions, It is worth not- 
ing that, although a pension be- 
comes a vested right of a benefi- 
clary when the first pension pay- 


ment is made to him, a pension | 


Plan is amenable and even com- 
pletely revocable as to its mem- 
bers who have not yet become 
beneficiaries. 

The beneficiaries of a sound, 
practical pension plan established 
on a permanent basis are almost 
too well known to need recapitula- 
tion. HK improves the morale of 
the city employes, is indeed almost 
an essential element in a good 
city personnel policy (especially 
‘since the adoption of the Social 
Security Act has provided pen- 
sions for most employes in private 
business). It helps to make the 
public service a career service. It 
‘is a recognition that faithful serv- 
ice to the public deserves reward 
on a rationally planned basis. 

(It should be noted also that the 
three county pension funds— 
those for teachers, county. poli 
men and all others except in 
the Welfare Department—are not 
based upon sound principles and 
also need revision for the same 
reasons and to secure the same 
benefits as suggested above.) 


We recommend that a complete 
study of all city and county pen- 


sion funds be made by a compe-|

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need for an increase in the num- 
ber of investigators assigned to 
the Solicitor’s office.

Chief Deputies Bill. The Act pro- 


vides that in Fulton County -the 


Ordinary, Sheriff, Clerk Superior 
Court, Tax Receiver, Tax Collec- 
tor and County Treasurer may ap- 
point a chief deputy, or chief clerk, 
or chief assistant, as the case may 
be, and in the event of a vacancy 
occurring in any of said offices the 
chief clerk, chief deputy or chief 
assistant, as the case may be, may 
fill out the unexpired term. Since 
the provisions of this Act apply 
only to Fulton County, it was nec- 
essary that a constitution amend- 
ment granting to such officers the 
authority to make such appoint- 
ment be passed and ratified. It is 
well known that very little con- 
| Sideration is given by the members 
|of the Legislature to measures 
| which have a purely local appli- 
cation, but they are usually passed 
|as a matter of legislative cour- 
tesy. The same may be said of 
constitutional amendments ratified 
_by the people where the amend- 
ment affects the citizens in only 
One county of the state. 

|. This Act, if allowed to remain 
in effect, would enable the present 
office holders in Fulton County to 
| designate their successors in of- 
fice, In our opinion, this law vio- 
lates the fundamental principle of 
a democratic form of government 
and it could easily result in the 
| Succession by an incompetent per- 
son to a position of great respon- 
'Siblity and trust and against the

| We, therefore, recommend that

| CODIFICATION OF TRAFFIC 
REGULATIONS. 


Atlanta’s traffic situation is full | 


‘of complex problems and action 
along a number of lines is neces- 
‘sary to solve it completely. But 
‘one of the most obvious founda- 
‘tions for its solution has long 
been neglected, even though it 
‘ought to be relatively the simplest 
'to achieve. The traffic regula- 
tions of the City of Atlanta are not 
available in digested, compiled 
form even to the traffic enforce- 
'ment officers, much less to thé 
driving public. It is elementary 
| that a complete codification of the 
regulations pertaini to traffic 
_is essential to any real program of 
traffic education, traffic planning 


or traffic engineering, as well as 


to fair enforcement. No such codi- 
ication now exists. Ordinances 


_and regulations pertaining to traf- 
‘fic are scattered throughout the 


city’s ordinance books, inaccessi- 


'ble to any but the most pertina- 
cious searcher. 


A real contribu- 
tion to the improvernent of At- 
lanta’s traffic situation could be 
made at small cost by bringing to- 
gether and making accessible to 
the public all the regulations per- 
taining to traffic, arranged in ra- 
tional order by subject. This 
might even lead to changes in 
these regulations, bringing them 
closer to what has been proved 
practical in other cities—some- 
thing now im ble because of 
the inaccessibility of the present 
provisions.

Recognizing the increasing men- 
ace of organized crime, the public 
generally has voiced its apprecia- 
tion of both the necessity for and 
the development of crime preven- 

tion and detection. In our own

| served with increasing concern the 
_progress of the criminal element 


| headed by a few notorious indi- 


viduals whose nefarious activities 


include everything from murder) 


to petty thievery. 

Within recent months we have 
witnessed a particularly .regret- 
table and amazing situation. De- 
spite all the progress noted above, 
despite the fact that our courts are 
overcrowded with cases which, 
based upon evidence developed by 
these modern law enforcement 
agencies and passed upon by 
Grand Juries and trial juries, de- 
| spite the cry for justice as voiced 
by an aroused press, we have wit- 
/nessed an outraged citizenry prac- 
tically helpless in its desire for 
protection from the acts of the 
'state’s Chief Executive, who has 

seen fit in many instances to vir- 
tually nullify the forces of law and 


order by turning loose on society each paper.

| Although the composite opinion 
‘of the group polled suggests that 
the 1940 election may be closer 
than any presidential contest since | 
1916, Mr. Roosevelt nevertheless | 
is conceded to be the winner by) 
a comfortable margin. Many of 
the correspondents predicted his} 
re-election by a landslide, one giv- 
ing him as high as 497 out of ry 
total 531 electoral votes. | 
Conducted by the magazine 
Newsweek and released today, the 
|poll offers an interesting com- 
‘mentary on the election in that 
‘some 60 per cent of the corre- 
'spondents taking part are the rep- 
'resentatives either of Republican 
| newspapers or Deniocratic publi- 
cations supporting the candidacy 
of Mr. Willkie. Moreover, of the 
50 polled 26 expressed a personal 
| preference for Willkie, contrasted 
with only 17 favoring Roosevelt, 
with the remaining seven declar- 
| ing they had no preference be- 
‘tween the two major party candi- 
' dates. 


Good Weathervane. 

In the face of further gains re- 
| ported for Willkie in the most re- 
cent figures announced by the 
'Gallup poll, the collective view-, 
point of the 50 correspondents is 
believed to reflect the best judg- 
ment of calm political observers 
of both parties in Washington as 
|to the outcome of next Tuesday’s 
balloting. 

Reduced to its last analysis, tlvis 
|judgment is that while Mr. Will- 
kie may be given’ an_ outside 
chance to win, in order to do so 
he must prove himself a political 
miracle man. He must carry 
every single one of nearly a dozen 
‘key pivotal states, where at best 
the present outlook gives him less 
than an even chance, and then he 
would barely squeeze through 
with a majority of the electoral 
college. President Roosevelt, on 
the other hand, might easily carry | 
all of the dozen states—in fact, 
he is favored to do so in most of 
them—which would make his vic- 
'tory one of landslide proportions. 

To put it another way, the Re- 
|publican candidate cannot afford 
to slip in any one of the sizable 
pivotal states, whereas Mr. Roose-, 
velt can fall behind in a half 
dozen places and still go on to 
win in a walk. 
| The Willkie chances are com- 
|'puted somewhat on the basis of 
'a 10-way parlay on the races. It 
‘is like picking 10 straight win-| 
ners at the track. One loser any- 
'where along the line and the par- 
‘lay goes in the ash can. 
| But here is what Newsweek has: 
to say of its latest poil of the 50 
| newspaper ‘correspondents here, 
| of which The Constitution repre- 
‘sentative was one: 

“Seeking a significant campaign 
'sidelight, Newsweek’s periscope 
‘last week again applied its well-|- 
| known surveying technique to the 
| presidential race. It asked 50 of 
the nation’s most prominent po- 
litical writers for their detailed 
forecasts on the election. Most of 
| them—all of whom participated 
‘in a similar survey in September 
—are Washington correspondents 
‘who serve as chief political writ- 
ers for their newspapers. Some 
‘were reached in Washington; 
some were found on the Willkie 
campaign train, and others were 
tracked down as they surveyed 
various key states. 

Writers’ Opinion. | 

When all the answers were tab-'| 
mm | ulated, these were the chief re- 
| sults: 

As of last week this group of 
'observers, taken as a whole, fore- 
‘saw President Roosevelt defeat- 
ling Wendell Willkie in a close 
‘election. Though many expressed 
| some doubt about their own pre- 
dictions, 27 picked Roosevelt as 
' the winner, 22 picked Willkie, 
| and one thought the race was too 
‘close for forecasting. 

» The composite opinion of the 
group indicates that the 1940 elec- 
tion pmamises to be much the 
closest since 1916.

Jones Avenue 
Bridge Termed 
Safety Menace 


Committee Urges Coun- 
cil To Close Viaduct 
Over Tracks. 


Because it is a menace to safe- 
ty, Jones avenue bridge over the 
N., C. & St. L. and Southern 
railway tracks will be closed to 
vehicular traffic if city council 
Monday approves a recommenda- 
,tion made yesterday by council’s 
public works committee. 

On recommendation of Chief of 
Construction Clarke Donaldson 
and engineers representing tke 
railroads and the Georgia Pow- 
er Cempany, the committee pro- 
nounced the viaduct unsafe and 
voted to recommend that council 
close it until some means is found 
to strengthen or reconstruct it. 

A special committee from the 
public works group, composed of 
Donaldson, C. E. Kauffman, city 
bridge engineer, and Councilman 
| William T. Knight, was named to 
| confer with the power company, 
railroads and Fulton county in an 
effort to work out details of rais- 
ing the $62,000 needed to rebuild 
the structure. 

If the bridge is closed, all auto- 
mobiles and trucks will be forced 
to reach that section of the city 
over other routes, and street cars 
serving heavily populated dis- 
tricts to the west of the structure 
will have to provide for transfer 
|Of passengers at the bridge. 

The River and the English car 
lines now use the bridge, but if it 
is closed, cars will take passengers 
to the bridge, they will have to 
get off the cars, walk across the 
bridge and then take other cars to 
their destination. This procedure 
will work a distinct hardship on 
commuters and will slow sched- 
ules materially, it was said. 


2 Survive Dread 
Ordeal of the Sea 


NASSAU, Bahamas, Oct. 31.— 
| (UP)—Robert George Tapscott, 
19, and Wilbert Roy Widdicombe, 
| 24, the two British sailors who 
arrived in a 16-foot boat at Eleu-

days at’sea, were flown to Nassau 
today. 

The story they told of their 
2,500-mile voyage’ across the ocean 
after their ship, the Anglo-Saxon.
